When digging over the soil for cucurbits as they arc 
nailed, add ample manure, rotted compost, or mix up 
Rome ftxtindHJ ffrrtllbier with the soil. The beat mix- 
ture consists ol four parte superphosphate, arid one 
part -;:■■!> of blood and bunt, .sulphate of ammonia, 
and potash- A dressing of about lot to the square 
yard Is &ufTldeiit.

or marrows, and tread down the centre. 8ow live 
or ibc seeds In each mound and thin out to three -u 
most when growing vigorously PmJ the growing 
plants with wofllt liquid manure from time to time 
In order to force the vinous growth along.
